Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract does not 

describe the invention as it relates to a cleaning member of a corona wire. Correction is 

required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof.

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 
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(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 6, line 2, "a flat second retreat surface" is unclear. There was no 
recited flat first retreat surface in claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Meersteiner (2,232,336). 
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Meersteiner discloses a screw with a shank 1 that inherently has a core with a 
rotation axis, the central portion of shank 1 . An outer member comprises longitudinal 
grooves 4 that reads on the instant invention's spiral groove; a crest 8 that reads on the 
instant invention's first slide surface; and bottom 9 that reads on the instant invention's 
first retreat surface. The first slide surface 8 has a center of curvature residing on the 
rotation axis and has a predetermined radius of curvature. The first retreat surface 9 is 
spaced apart from the rotation axis by a distance smaller than the radius of curvature of 
the first slide surface 8. From Fig. 3, the first retreat surface 9 is substantially flat, and 
there are total of six retreat surfaces 9 that alternate with six slide surfaces 8. Note 
page 1, column 2> lines 15-36; and Figs. 1 and 3. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Doi et al. 
(Japan, 765). 

Doi et al. discloses a screw 1 1 with a center shaft 13 with a groove 15 creating a 
spiral projection with a plurality of curved surfaces; the surfaces adjacent to groove 15 
and a plurality of flat surfaces, the surfaces in the valley of the groove 15. A carrier 12 
reads on the instant invention's hollow cylindrical carriage provided with threads coming 
into engagement with the groove 15. Note abstract and Figs. 3, 4, and 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Meersteiner (2,232,336) in view of Doi et al. (Japan, 765). 

Meersteiner as discussed above differ from the instant invention by not disclosing 
a screw made of resin material. 

Doi et al. discloses a screw 1 1 with a center shaft 13 made of steel and is 
covered with a synthetic resin layer 14 so that movement with the screw 1 1 is smoother. 
Note abstract. 

As to the "outer member is made of resin material by injection molding", this is 
language that is defined as product-by- process. There is no patentable weight given 
to the procedure since the prior art to Meersteiner in view of Doi et al. disclose the 
apparatus claim. 

"Even though product-by process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of the patentability is based on the product itself. The 
patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in 
the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different 
process." In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 12 is allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kirker, Bender, Nishimura et al., Uhlmann, and Eklund et al. 
disclose art in screws. Ikeda discloses a cleaning member for a charging device.
